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Great Preachers 
and Speakers 
at Lee College

There are a great many instructive 
and inspirational features of which 
one has the advantage in attending 
Lee College, besides the regular aca- 
demic, religious, or junior college 
courses. One of the outstanding of 
these is that students have the privi- 
lege of listening to some of the finest 
speakers obtainable. At each Sunday 
evening service, one of the leading 
ministers of the Church of God is 
engaged to speak. These are gathered 
from widely scattered areas, giving 
the listeners the privilege of hearing 
from the various sections of the 
United States. Added to this is an oc- 
casional visit of one of our returned 
missionaries, or perhaps a prospective 
missionary, who also, in addition to 
visiting the Mission Club, makes an 
appearance before the entire student 
body. 

Aside from our own preachers and 
speakers, we have already had several 
outstanding speakers this year. The 
Reverend Leonard Steiner, of Basil, 
Switzerland, who is chairman of the 
Pentecostal World Fellowship, was 
with us in two services and delivered 
great messages, which were enjoyed 
by the entire student body. The report 
of this has been made heretofore, in 
the Evangel, but its true value will 
not be soon forgotten by those who 
heard him. 

Possibly the greatest and most out- 
standing international speaker to ad- 
dress the school this year has been 
Reverend David J. du Plessis, General 
Secretary of the Apostolic Faith Mis- 
sions, with headquarters in Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa. This Pente- 
costal work is the largest on that con- 
tinent, having a total membership of 
85,000, 25,000 of whom are natives. 
We often think of Africa as a land to 
which we send missionaries, rather 
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than one where there are Pentecostal 
churches constantly sending mission- 
aries; but the missionary budget of 
the Apostolic Faith Mission in South 
Africa is $40,000 per year, which is 
spent for the evangelization, princi- 
pally, of the natives in the interior. 
According to Dr. du Plessis, there are 
well over 600 native workers attached 
to this religious order. He also states 
that the Apostolic Faith Mission of 
South Africa ranks as one of the 
larger Pentecostal fellowships of the 
world. Its system of church govern- 
ment is one of the very best, func- 
tioning in a very effective way and 
bringing many souls into the kingdom 
of Christ. 

The work in South Africa is neces- 
sarily bilingual, while the official 
language is English, the native 
African dialect must also be used, and 
through their native tongues thou- 
sands have the gospel preached to 
them. 

Dr. du Plessis gave the school two 
very interesting addresses, the first 
of them being on South Africa as it 
is related to Pentecost; his trip 
through Europe, making a survey of 
the Pentecostal religion in France, 
Germany, Sweden, and Finland, with 
the post-war opportunities they af- 
ford, and finally his survey of the 
Pentecostal churches in America as 
compared with Pentecostal work 
abroad. His survey discloses that 
Sweden is possibly the strongest Pen- 
tecostal country in the world, com- 
puted on a per capita of percentage 
basis, while possibly South Africa is 
next. These countries began enjoying 
the Pentecostal experience simultan- 
eously with, or immediately after, the 
great outpouring of the Spirit in Cali- 
fornia. They have made rapid prog-

ress, and this lets us know that while 
God has been marvelously working in 
this country, we have few Pentecostal 
people compared with those in the 
rest of the world. Though there has 
been much sorrow, misery, depriva- 
tion, and hunger in the war-torn 
countries of Europe, God is still won- 
derfully blessing, the Pentecostal 
banner is flying high, and there is a 
greater opportunity for the cause of 
Christ there now than has ever 
presented itself before. 

The second address of Dr. du Ples- 
sis to the school was a very inspira- 
tional message on “The Baptism of 
Fire.’ The presentation given by 
Brother du Plessis was somewhat dif- 
ferent from anything we had ever 
heard, or possibly that had ever been 
presented in the school before. He 
felt that such an experience was 
necessary in every individual life as 
they grew older in the experience of 
Pentecost, to remove the _ super- 
fluous materials in the religious ex- 
perience and leave only the sincere, 
real, and genuine. 

The speaker drew a very beautiful 
analogy of the Christian, and par- 
ticularly the minister’s life; how that 
wheat planted came up only asa 
blade, and then the stalk, all of which 
was chaff and yet necessary to the 
growth of what would finally be 
fruit. The final contrast in his de- 
velopment, he pictured as being six 
feet of chaff and six inches of wheat, 
and then finally the threshing time 
when all the chaff, straw, and other- 
wise superfluous material would be 
taken away and possibly burned, and 
only the big bags of wheat, material 
for service, would be left. “Wheat in 
its growth,” he said, “is easily shaken

“This distribution was appreciated to the fullest value by 
our brethren who have passed through the severest dif- 
ficulties without ever mentioning anything to anyone. 
Every conceivable thing was attempted, honest and dis- 
honest, during the war years and now to meet the emer- 
gency, but for conscience’ sake, not one here meddled in 
such matters, and although none died of hunger and could 
make ends meet, I leave you to appreciate their most 
delicate and inner trials because of their loyalty to Christ.”

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and given another share to friends, and I’ve many plans 
for the remainder, including sending some little taste to 
two dear old octogenarian saints, one of them blind.”

THE AGITATOR 

An agitator is a fellow who starts 
trouble and keeps it going, the fellow 
who keeps the water muddy, the fel- 
low who loves discord and friction. 
According to the good Book, God does 
not love agitators any too well, for he 
that soweth discord among the breth- 
ren is one of the seven things God 
hates, Proverbs 6:16-19. Yes, the agi- 
tator is a bad tator, a rotten tator. 

I sincerely believe many become 
agitators unaware; that is, they sow 
discord unconsciously. Many folks try 
to fix things but don’t know what to 
say, or they say the wrong thing, or 
what they say is twisted and told dif- 
ferently. Consequently, the result is 
confusion, discord and agitation. Our 
Saviour was not a long-winded com- 
mentator. He said, “Let your com- 
munication be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay: 
for whatsoever is more than these 
cometh of evil.”” When we go to extra 
trouble and long speeches, adding in 
our opinions and_ suppositions to 
prove things, we are likely to become 
an agitator instead of a peacemaker. 

Curiosity helps make agitators. It 
has killed many saints, or trans- 
formed them to agitators and trouble- 
makers. Paul said, “Study to be quiet, 
and do your own business.” We are 
also admonished not to be nosy, 
busybodies, for these things stir up 
strife and rob of spirituality. The 
story is told of a young married 
couple getting two tickets to a show, 
with a card attached, saying, “Guess 
who sent these.” So they went, won- 
dering who could have been so gen- 
erous as to send them. When they 
returned, they found their house had 
been robbed and on the table lay a 
little note, saying, “Now you know.” 
It doesn’t pay to ignore the Word of 
God. Let your yea be yea and your 
nay be nay and then hush. Don’t be 
an agitator, for he gossips. He has a 
keen sense of rumor, that never makes 
peace. 

THE IMITATOR 

He is the “copy cat,” as they say; 

he is the mimic. Many preachers hurt 
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themselves trying to be like other 
preachers; trying to talk, act, and 
preach like some who are their ideals. 
Well, some of this may- be all right, 
but it seldom profits, for most people 
discern it very quickly. A man says to 
his neighbor, “Have you spoken to 
your son about mimicking me?” And 
his neighbor says, “Yes, I told him 
not to act like a fool.” Well, it is not 
foolish to imitate Christ, but let us 
keep in mind that He is our pattern, 
He is our example. Now don’t misun- 
derstand me. I think it is very good 
to quote good men now and then, and 
read their books to get their help. But 
be real, be original, be your own 
self.

THE PRAYER OF FAITH 


Like the people of Nazareth, who 
would not believe the Bible when Je- 
sus read it to them and then expected 
Him to do mighty works, there are 
many today who will not believe 
James 5:14 and the other promises 
on healing and then expect some 
“miracle man” to come along and do 
something that Jesus could not do; 
namely, pray “the prayer of faith” 
for those who will not believe the 
Bible. 

The prayer of faith is not some 
mythical abstract thing that “gifted” 
persons possess, but it is the simple 
belief that Jesus took our infirmities 
and bore our sickness on the cross, as 
well as our sins, and it cannot be of- 
fered for those who do not believe 


James 5:14 any more than it can be 
offered for those who do not believe 
John 3:16. 

The oil symbolically places our sick- 
ness upon the cross, as water baptism 
does our sins, and those who believe 
James 5:14 know that they do not 
need anything else, even if they are 
worse afterwards. Strict obedience of 
the commandment, however, will al- 
ways bring results, for God is not a 
man that He could lie, and the prayer 
of faith will save any sick Christian, 
and the Lord will raise him up; and 
if he has committed sins they will be 
forgiven him. 

The word “any” in James 5:14 is as 
all-inclusive for Christians as the

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FASTING

We hear many today asking, “Why?” 
Some are asking, “Why can’t we be 
like other people?” Still others are 
asking, “Why don’t we have more 
power with God?” And again, “Why 
don’t we have a great revival in our 
church?” Then there is the man who 
asks, “Why don’t we see some wonder- 
ful miracles performed today?” This 
seems to be the same spirit that 
troubled the apostles in the days of 
Jesus’ time on earth. Note Mark 9:17- 
29. Here we have a case where the 
disciples were unable to cast the 
dumb spirit of the devil out of the 
child, and Jesus came on the scene 
and cast the demon from the child. 
Later when they were alone, they 
asked Him the question, “Why could 
not we cast him out?” Jesus told them 
the reason they were unable to do 
many things, and this is the reason 
we are unable to accomplish so 
many things that come before us in 
our everyday life. Jesus said, in 
verse 29, this kind comes out by noth- 
ing but by prayer and fasting. So we 
see here that what prayer alone will 
not accomplish, fasting and prayer 
will bring to pass. Oh, so many of our 
prayers are only half answered, be- 
cause only half of the conditions are 
met. Many of God’s people today are 
not acquainted with this more effec- 
tive prayer method, that of fasting 
and praying, which moves the hand 
that controls the universe, and will 
open the heart of God, also the win- 
dows of heaven, and bring the forces 
of God and the Holy Spirit into ac- 
tion in your behalf. It will actually 
move God to put the Holy Spirit to 
work in your behalf. 

We must all admit that the early 
Church had power and favor with 
God, and there was a reason why they 
had this power and favor—they spent 
much of their time in fasting and 
prayer. Note Acts 14:23, “And when 
they had ordained them elders in 
every church, and had prayed with 
fasting, they commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they believed.” Note, 
in connection with this truth, Acts 
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13:2, 3, “And as they ministered to 
the Lord, and fasted, the Holy Ghost 
said, Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have called 
them. And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away.” I want you to 
notice that after they had fasted and 
prayed the Holy Ghost spoke to them. 
Brother, if we had more fasting and 
not so much feasting, we would get 
more messages from heaven. Note 
again, Acts 10:30. Cornelius was 
praying and fasting, and according 
to his own testimony God spake to 
him, telling him what to do. God still 
speaks to the man who will do a little 
fasting with his praying. 

Let me call your attention to Paul’s 
admonition to the ministry, in 2 Cor. 
6:1-10. In verse 3, he states, “Giving 
no offence in anything, that the min- 
istry be not blamed.” In verse 4, he 
states again, “But in all things ap- 
proving ourselves as the ministers of 
God, in much patience, in afflictions, 
in necessities, in distresses. In stripes, 
in imprisonments, in tumults, in la- 
bours, in watchings, in /fastings.” 
Brother, you have never approved 
yourself to God unless you are a fast- 
ing minister, according to Paul’s let- 
ter. 

The Word teaches us in Matt. 17:14- 
21, that fasting will cure even un- 
belief. Note verse 20, in which Jesus 
states, “Because of your unbelief,” 
when they asked why they could not 
do this. He then adds in verse 21, that 
one can get rid of unbelief by fasting 
—“this kind goeth not out but by 
prayer and fasting.” 

The fasting prayer opens a drawing 
account on the limitless reserve of 
heaven, but if you want a big check 
cashed, or honored, it must be signed 
with two signatures — Prayer and 
Fasting. Remember, Jesus said this 
kind goes out by nothing but by 
prayer and fasting. Jesus states, in 
Matt. 6:18, that after a fast He will 
reward them openly. Tell me how 
God can reward us openly if we refuse 
to do the things that He told us to do. 
























































Do you want this reward that He 
promised? As it is today, the Church 
is not enjoying a full blessing because 
of the failure to do these things. If we 
claim to be a full-gospel people, we 
must do these things in order to enjoy 
a full blessing. Fasting not only emp- 
ties the stomach, but also empties the 
heart of its draught and unbelief. 

It is a known fact that fasting is 
one of the greatest curative agents 
known to man. It consumes and 
drives out the poison toxins and body 
filth that cause most of the diseases. 
When we feed a diseased body, we 
also feed the disease. Fasting will 
help to drive the disease from your 
body. 

God refuses to heal a body of a 
disease that has been brought on by 
a refusal to fast and an overloaded 
system. 

Jesus said, in Matt. 5:20, “Except 
your righteousness exceed that of the 
scribes and the Pharisees, ye shall in 
no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” Friend, remember that these 
men mentioned here fasted twice a 
week, and we are told that our right- 
eousness must go beyond. 

We are told in Luke 21:35, not to 
be overcharged with surfeiting. Ac- 
cording to Webster, to surfeit means 
to indulge to excess in eating. Many 
are the results of this surfeiting that 
goes on around about us today, and 
we can find this spirit even in our 
own ranks. Jesus states that the com- 
ing of the Lord will take a man who 
is a surfeiter unaware, and catch 
him as a snare. 

Many wonder why they don’t get 
healed. Proclaim a solemn fast now, 
and then watch for the Lord to re-

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“Ye Did Run 


Well; 


Who Did Hinder You?”

Text: Galatians 5:7, “Ye did run 
well; who did hinder you that ye 
should not obey the truth?” 

Our text is the words of Paul to 
the Galatians, but in this message we 
wish to apply it to the Church in 
general, from the day of Pentecost 
down to our present time. 

The Holy Ghost founded the 
Church on the day of Pentecost. We 
read in Acts, the second chapter, how 
He came from heaven as a mighty 
rushing wind, and the one hundred 
and twenty sanctified disciples were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost. They 
were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and fire—clothed with power from on 
high, Acts 1:8. The Greek word used 
here is “dunamis,” the same word 
from which our English word “dyna- 
mite” comes. Hence, the literal read- 
ing: “You shall receive dynamite, the 
Holy Ghost having come on you.” 

The late W. B. Godbey says of the 
one hundred and twenty: “The battle 
had been fought on the bloody fields 
of consecration and faith and a ten- 
day prayer meeting without inter- 
mission. They had gone down to the 
bottom rock of consecration and 
prayed up to the triumphant altitudes 
of faith. 

“They had spent the ten days on 
their knees and prostrate on the 
floor. They had prayed to the high- 
lands, where heavenly visions, in 
seraphic splendor, rolled in floods of 
unearthly glory, inundating that 
memorable mission room with an 
electrical panorama of the long- 
anticipated descending Comforter. 
Hark! the roar of a cyclone filled the 
firmament. Behold! forked tongues of 
flaming fire sat upon each of them 
and flooded the room with unearthly 
illumination. That upper room could 
no longer hold the fire-baptized one 
hundred and twenty. What a stam- 
pede downstairs! All mouths were 
wide open, stentorian voices roared 
like lions, aroused the city, and thou- 
sands of people rushed from all di- 
rections to see what was the matter.” 
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God had “opened the windows of 
heaven” and the blessed Holy Ghost 
had come as a mighty “Niagara,” to 
make His home in the Church. “And 
they were all amazed, and were in 
doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this? Others mocking, said, 
These men are full of new wine.” 

At this time, Peter stood up in their 
midst and began to preach, not “first- 
ly, secondly, thirdly,” nor did he 
preach from manuscript, but under 
the unction of the Holy Ghost—“We 
are not drunken as ye suppose... 
but this is that spoken by the prophet 
Joel.” This Holy Ghost sermon 
brought conviction. Acts 2:37, “They 
were pricked in their heart’”—the re- 
sults of which were about three thou- 
sand saved. 

The writer visited a certain conven- 
tion sometime ago, where they were 
having conference and discussing how 
to reach the masses. There were many 
different methods discussed, one of 
them was “movie evangelism.” I 
thought, as I listened, what would 
the apostles think of the man-made 
methods? What would Peter and Paul 
do with “movie evangelism”? They 
had no time for such man-made 
methods in the early Church. Instead 
of “movie evangelism,’ they had 
“moving evangelism’—moved by the 
dynamite of the Holy Ghost. Every- 
where they went they turned the 
“world upside down” (Acts 17:6), 
Holy Ghost dynamite working through 
them, blasting the debris of Satan in 
every direction, making a highway of 
holiness for the King of Glory. 

How foolish it would be for a man 
to take a toy spade and try to move 
the side of a mountain when there is 
plenty of dynamite that will do the 
work. It is my honest conviction that 
if the Church would spend about 
three fourths of the time spent in 
conferences, in consecration and 
prayer, we would reach more of the 
masses. The method of the early 
Church was: “We will give ourselves 
continually to prayer, and to the min- 


istry of the Word,” Acts 6:4. 

“And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ,” Acts 5:42. 
“And now, Lord, behold their threat- 
enings: and grant unto thy servants, 
that with all boldness they may speak 
thy word, by stretching forth thine 
hand to heal; and that signs and 
wonders may be done by the name 
of thy holy child Jesus. And when 
they had prayed, the place was shak- 
en where they were assembled to- 
gether; and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and they spake the 
word of God with boldness,” Acts 
4:29-31. “AND THEY CONTINUED 
STEDFASTLY IN THE APOSTLES’ 
DOCTRINE AND FELLOWSHIP, and 
in breaking of bread, and in prayers,” 
Acts 2:42. 


The Early Church Did Run Well— 
What Hindered It? 

The Church ran well as long as 
the Holy Ghost ran the Church, but 
when the Church took over and tried 
to tell the Holy Ghost how to run 
it, it lost its power with God. To the 
blessed Holy Ghost has been com- 
mitted the entire administration of 
the Church from the day of Pentecost 
until our Lord Jesus Christ returns 
in glory. He is the only Vicar of 
Christ on earth; He is the “Voice of 
God’”—to Him only has been com- 
mitted the prerogative of communi- 
cating that voice. He presided over 
the early- Church in every matter. 

In the selection of an apostle to 
fill Judas Iscariot’s place; in the se- 
lection of missionaries, Acts 13:2; in 
the first council of the church at 
Jerusalem, Acts 15:28, “It seemed 
good to the Holy Ghost and to us.” 
A venerable divine of the Church of 
England, has expressed his belief that 
this same council at Jerusalem was 
the first and the last at which the 
Holy Spirit may be said to have pre- 
sided. It is very easy to see what hin- 
dered the early Church, when one 
reads the Ante-Nicene Fathers, Ese- 
bius, or Neander’s Church History. 

Neander’s History, Vol. 1, page 190, 
gives us the first three changes the 
Church made after the death of the 
apostles. The first was “the distinc- 
tion of bishops from presbyters (eld- 
ers), and the gradual development of 
the monarchico-episcopal church gov- 
ernment.” This seems like a little 
thing, but it is a big thing in the 
eyes of God, because it is departing 
from the New Testament pattern. The 
New Testament clearly teaches that 
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there is no difference between a 
bishop and an elder, and that the 
Holy Ghost does not rule the Church 
by a monarchico-episcopal (a few 
bishops) church government (Acts 
15:22). Some claim that Christ and 
the apostles did not fashion any or- 
ganization, or government, for His 
Church, but I certainly do not agree 
with them. The New Testament sets 
forth a complete government for the 
Church. Any more is too much; any 
less is too little. The second change 
the Church made was a distinction 
of the clergy from the laity, and the 
formation of a sacerdotal caste, as 
opposed to the evangelical idea of the 
priesthood. The third change was 
“the multiplication of church offices.” 
This creation of so many church of- 
fices was a departure from the New 
Testament pattern. The apostles and 
ministers in their day spent very 
little, if any. time in offices; they 
were too busy winning souls for 
Christ. I am certainly not. opposed 
to the Church having an office, but 
let us not get too many. Too many 
offices are dead weights on the 
Church. The more offices, the more 
money it takes to build them, the 
more men it takes from evangelistic 
efforts to operate them, and the 
heavier the load on the Church. “Let 
us lay aside every weight .. . and run 
the race.” So the early Church con- 
tinued on the downward trend from 
bad to worse. It was certainly not 
God’s will for it to go into the Dark 
Ages—it went into the Dark Ages be- 
cause it would not listen to the voice 
of the blessed Holy Ghost and obey 
God’s Word. 

The council of Nicea, A. D. 325, was

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not a victory for the Church, but a 
great defeat. Constantine even passed 
the death sentence upon some who 
did not agree with him in doctrine. 
After the Dark Ages, the morning sun 
began to dawn, with such great lead- 
ers as Luther, the Wesleys, Booth, 
Cartwright, Whitfield, Finney, and 
others. We see that the organizations 
founded by some of these men ran 
well for awhile, but something hin- 
dered them. What it was, every reader 
of their history may clearly see. They 
quenched the Holy Spirit’s manifes- 
tations and departed from the plan 
laid down by their founders. The 
Methodist Church was on fire during 
the days of Peter Cartwright. Cart- 
wright says this: “The _ illiterate 
Methodist preachers actually set the 
world on fire, while some of the 
others were lighting their matches.” 
And he says concerning their camp 
meetings: “There were in attendance 
at times from twelve to twenty-five 
thousand people. It was said by true 
witnesses that at times more than 
one thousand persons broke out into 
loud shouting, and that the shouts 
could be heard for miles around ... 
I have seen more than five hundred 
jerking at one time ... then they 
would rise up and dance ... the 
ladies’ bonnets, caps and combs would 
fly.” 


I will ask the reader, do we see 
anything like that in the Methodist 
Church today? The history of most 
every denomination shows that they 
ran well for awhile, but as soon as 
they put in leaders who would quench 
the Spirit and stop His manifestations, 
they would dry up, and God would 
raise up another group of humble 
people to carry on His work. About 
fifty years ago, a little band of humble 
people were praying for an outpour- 
ing of the Holy Ghost and in answer 
to their prayers the “Latter Rain” 
began to fall. This great outpouring 
is described in the book “With Signs 
Following,” by Stanley H. Frodsham. 
(Everyone should read this book.) 

About forty-one years ago, in that 
old whitewashed building on Azusa 
Street the angels were heard sing- 
ing. The services continued from 10 
a. m. every day until midnight or 
after. People falling under the power, 
dancing in the Spirit, singing in 
tongues, yes, these were days of 
heaven on earth. Remember, this 
was taking place in an old _ white- 
washed building. One wonders why all 
the big church buildings would not 
open wide their doors and say, “Holy 
Ghost people, come in” —but ah, 
“Fanaticism,” cries the dried-up, 
ecclesiastical professor; “The Flesh,”

It was a lovely day and, as I sat in 
the classroom, I did not want to 
study, yet I knew that that was what 
I had to do in order to learn, and my 
learning was all-important, for it 
meant bringing the gospel to those 
who need it so much — those who 
have never heard! After class, I 
started to my dormitory room and 
found a notice to call Cleveland, 
Tennessee. 

Three weeks before, however, I had 
written Brother Brinsfield, our Exec- 
utive Missions Secretary, that I would 
like to attend the Summer In- 
stitute of Linguistics for a second- 
year course, in order to learn more 
how to translate the Bible in a lan- 
guage that as yet does not have any 
portion of the Word of God, and asked 
him about possibilities of going to 
Guatemala in September after the 
General Assembly. I received from 
him a very encouraging answer. Now, 
I was looking forward to a very im- 
portant date in my life—graduation 
from college. Then, this day came. 

When I answered the phone, it was 
Brother Brinsfield. He gave me the 
sad news that our dear Brother Fur- 
man, such a great warrior for the 
cause of the cross, had gone on to 
his reward, leaving a great loss among 
the Indians in Guatemala. Then, in a 
simple, straightforward way, Brother 
Brinsfield asked me if I would not go

to Guatemala in the immediate fu- 
ture. I did not know how to answer 
him. What a problem I had! The first 
thought I had was to pray, so I told 
him I would inform him as soon as I 
could. I rushed to my room, where I 
agonized to God concerning His per- 
fect will. 

I discussed this serious matter with 
my roommate, Lacy Powell, another 
Church: of God young man, who is 
very consecrated and lives close to the 
Lord. I appreciate Lacy very much 
and was anxious to hear what he 
would say concerning the decision. 
First, however, I made a list on a 
sheet of paper of reasons why I should 
go and reasons why I should stay in 
school. The reasons concerning my 
staying consisted mainly of the fact 
that I would be able to serve the 
Church better if I waited and finished 
college, i.e. in the eyes of the Govern- 
ment and other church peoples, than 
if I would go now. But the reasons 
for going were that there was a great 
need at the present time for a worker 
in Guatemala, and since God has im- 
pressed me to do linguistic work for 
Him, and there is such a need for 
that type of work in Guatemala, I felt 
that the Lord was opening a way. Too, 
Sister Carroll has been very ill and 
Brother Carroll is hindered from 
working as he could because of this 
illness. They need help badly, im- 
mediately, in spreading the Word, 
and since I know them well, I did not 
feel that I could let them down, for 
they asked me to come. Also, many

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From One of Our Boys in Germany 
Dear Brother Walker: 

Greetings in the blessed name of 
Jesus. While reading the Evangel, I 
read of your letter from Brother 
Lauster and that he is stationed here 
in Germany. I, too, feel as he does. We 
have a great need over. here and that 
it is our duty as Christians to help as 
much as possible. I am stationed in 
Wiesbaden, Germany, and we have no 
Church of God here, only a small 
group from the Assembly. Therefore, 
I depend on the Evangel and the 
Lighted Pathway for most of my ser- 
mons. Truly they are a blessing to 
have. 

One cannot realize what it means to 
be here until one gets out and sees 
the need and how these people live. 
We have people here who live in 
cellars, air-raid shelters and just any 
place which affords a roof over their 
heads. I work in the Germany Youth 
Office and deal mostly with orphans, 
so I cor:.e in contact with the worst. 

Today, the people here care not if 
they live or die. Life holds nothing for 
them. They don’t live from day to 
day, but rather from meal to meal. 
Most of the children are without 
clothing, especially shoes and stock- 
ings. One can count the ribs of their 
frail bodies. For most of them, their 
meal consists of black bread and 
coffee made from ground beets. 

They have lost faith in God. They 
remind one of a dog that has been 
beaten and starved. We have an 
American Sunday School for German 
children. Those off the streets and of 
very poor families attend. We have a 
total of approximately 375. They seem 
eager to learn our ways, but to make 
them understand what it means to be 
a real Christian is almost impossible. 
Dancing and drinking is to them what 
playing is to our children. Of course, 
it will take years to get out of the 
older ones the bitterness imbedded in 
their hearts. 

On my visits to the orphanage. I 
find many things that almost break 
my heart. People here haven't love 
for one another. Their motto is “self 
first.” When you tell them about God 
and His love for them, they say, “If 
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He is a loving God, why do we suffer 
so?” The older folks are so set in their 
ways that it is hard to change them. 
To them religion is a form of worship 
that has been handed down from 
generation to generation. As long as 
they go to church and are seen there 
by the preacher, they feel as if they 
had done their duty. 

You do not find that brotherly love 
here, that sweet peace we feel in our 
church. We need the prayers of each 
and everyone in the Church. We must 
pray that somehow God will show 
them the way and let them havea 
taste of old time salvation. 

Are you wondering as to who I am 
and why I am writing to you? Iama 
member of the Church of God in Can- 
ton, Ohio. I can say from the depths 
of my heart that I’m glad to have old 
time salvation, and no matter what 
comes or where we may go, we can 
still have it. I do want to live so that 
others may find the way. Pray for me. 
I know you are still praying for 
Europe. I hope to hear from you all 
and may God’s richest blessing be on 
you and all the Church.

cries another. But I will say, if this 
good, old-time, Holy Ghost shouting, 
dancing in the Spirit, falling under 
the power, praying and singing in 
tongues is fanaticism and the flesh, 
the apostles and early Church had a 
very bad case of it. They were called 
drunk on the day of Pentecost. Paul, 
the General Overseer, fell under the 
power, Acts 9:4, and he prayed and 
sang in tongues, 1 Cor. 14:15. Would 
anyone have the audacity to say 
that Paul was fanatic, or in the flesh? 

A man said to me one time, “Broth- 
er Douglas, I used to shout just like 
you do when I first got in the way, 
but I have become settled down now 
and don’t do that any more, and when 
you get settled down you will quit so 
much of this shouting justlike I 
have.” I said, “Brother, you haven’t 
settled down; you have just dried up.” 
“But those days of shouting and mani- 
festations of the Spirit were ‘kinder- 
garten,’” says a dried-up Pentecostal 
brother. I will say, if the blessed mani- 
festations of the Holy Spirit are for 
kindergarten days, I pray God that 
I may live all my life in the kinder- 
garten class. 

Holy Ghost people were run out of 
the big fine church buildings about 
forty years ago; they had to rent 
old store buildings, tents, etc. Well, 
I had rather be in a store building, 
or tent, where the Holy Ghost can 
have His way, than to be a member 
of St. Peter’s Cathedral of Rome 
without Him. A big per cent of our 
Holy Ghost preachers have been 
called from the cotton or cornfields 
and from factories. Large numbers 
of them have been born and reared 
in humble little homes, many with- 
out a grammar school education. But 
God is greatly using them; some are 
great leaders among us. The reason 
is, they are humble and depend on 
the Holy Ghost to help them. 

The late Evangelist Gipsy Smith, 
who led thousands to Christ through 
his ministry, learned to read from 
signboards, after he was a grown man. 
When he started out to preach, his 
library consisted of a Bible, an Eng- 
lish dictionary, and a Bible dictionary. 
The late Smith Wigglesworth, who 
has stirred the church with his great 
faith messages, was unlearned and 
ignorant. It was only after he was 
married that he learned to read. But 
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like the illiterate Peter and John, 
they had sat at the feet of Jesus, 
1 Cor. 1:26-29, “For ye see your call- 
ing, brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble, are called: 
but God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wise; and God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty; and base 
things of the world, and things which 
are despised, hath God chosen, yea, 
and things which are not, to bring 
to nought things that are: that no 
flesh should glory in his presence.” 

We see here how the weakest in- 
struments become mighty when used 
by the power of the Holy Ghost. God 
even used a rooster to crow to bring 
backslidden Peter to repentance. He 
used the dumb ass to rebuke stubborn 
Baalam. Adam Clarke says: “If the 
ass had opened her own mouth, and 
reproved the rash prophet, we might 
well be astonished; but when God 
opens the mouth, an ass can speak 
as well as a man.” 

In the Azusa revival, forty-one 
years ago, no instrument that God 
could use was rejected on account of 
dress, race, or lack of education. 
There are Pentecostal movements to- 
day that have people among them 
who would like to streamline. Pente- 
cost. Before one can be licensed to 
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preach in their movement they have 
to spend three or four years in their 
college. The manifestations of the 
Holy Spirit are not welcome in their 
midst. Let us remember, dear Church 
of God people, that if we ever begin 
quenching the Spirit in our local 
churches, state conventions, camp 
meetings, Bible Schools, College, Or- 
phanage, or General Assemblies, we 
will lose our favor with God. 

We thank the Lord for the fine 
large church buildings, Bible Schools, 
and College that He has given us, 
but let us be sure to keep the good 
Holy Ghost that we had in the old 
store buildings. Let us remember that 
we have been running well; let us 
keep running just like the blessed 
Holy Ghost started us, looking to Him 
for greater manifestations, signs, 
miracles and wonders in our midst.

Guatemaltecos will die in the four- 
month period that I would have been 
finishing school, and I might be able 
to win some of them. The Lord is 
coming so very, very soon, as every 
sign is pointing, and I should rather 
be on the field when He comes than 





in preparation. 

When I showed these two groups of 
reasons to Brother Powell, and asked 
him what he thought, he said, “I 
think the verdict is pretty evident.” 
He, as I, feels that education is very 
important in the Church today, but 
the immediate need in Guatemala is 
much the more important now! I 
prayed again and felt victory. It was 
not until then that I called my 
parents and told them what I felt to 
be the divine will of the Lord. 

The Lord had taken care of things 
with them, too, for they felt that 
that was the will of the Lord, as well. 
They, as I, dreaded the moment of 
separation, for that is not easy, but 
the Lord has been with us through all 
this period of decision and prepara- 
tion. 

I do not consider my being unable 
to finish college as a sacrifice for Him, 
since He gave His all for me and for 
the world. I know that He doeth all 
things well, and should He so desire, 
I shall be able, during a furlough, to 
finish my education. And, should He 
come before my term is over, I shall 
be reaping golden sheaves for the 
great ingathering with the great 
Harvester, Jesus Christ. 

During this period of decision, as 
the Lord worked out everything, I feel 
He was demonstrating more force- 
fully the reality of the question asked 
by the patient Job: “Who knoweth 
not in all these that the hand of the 
Lord hath wrought this?”
